HE IS TO SUFFER A LIVING DEATH. 


The Death S.ntence of Pryor N. Coleman, the 
Morderer of Mourning Ann Bell, Comma- 
ted by Colonel Hayes to Lmprison- 
ment in Albany Por Life. 


Pryor N. Coleman's is aname that during 
the last ten years has figured often in the 
columns of many newspapers. His fame 
has certainly not been an enviable one, and, 
such as itis, it would be better if it had 
never existed. But now his notoriety will 
soon fade from memory, unless perchance a 
pardon may at some future time again bring 
him fora moment before the public. His 
sentence contains all of his past life that is 
worth relating, all of the future that he has 


lima. 

Mr. Lumpkin had started over to Ham- 
burg, but upon receiving information he 
deemed reliable, which led him to believe 
that the parties had gone on to Graniteville, 
turned back. Colonel Johnson, who had 
gone in another direction, reached the house 
where the marriage took place, about five 
minutes after the ceremony was performed.

EXECUTIVE MANSION, WASHINGTON, D. C., June 
6, 1879.—Pryor N. Coleman, corporal, company G, 
Ist Tennessee volunteer cavalry, duly convicted 
by general court-martial May 9th, 1865, of the 
crimes of desertion, robbery, assault and battery 
with intent to kill, and murder, and sentenced to 
be hung; sentence deferred by - reason of the es- 
cape from military custody of said Coleman and 
the institution in his case of proceedings in the 
civil courts, said Coleman having been re-arrested 
the president directs that said senteuce be com-- 
muted to imprisonment for life, said imprison- 
ment to be executed at the state penitentiary at 
Albany in the state of New York. (8S. O., June 
12th, W. D.) 

It will be remembered that Coleman de- 
nied that he was guilty of the murder of 
Mourning Ann Bell, and averred that he 
never escaped from custody, but was honor. 
ably discharged from the service and from 
prison when the army was disbanded at the 
close of the war. The circumstances against 
him were, however, so strong that he was 
twice convicted of murder; once beforea 
civil and once before a military court. A 
long list of litigations ensued as to what 
court had a right to dispose of his case. He 
was finally turned over to the military de. 
partment where asentence of death already 
stood against him, but in virtue of his long 
confinement, it bas been decided to com- 
mute his sentence for life. 

Coleman, who for about three months 
past has been lying in McPherson’s barracks 
awaiting his final sentence, contracted a cold 
a few weeks ago that, it was feared, would 
result in severe sickness. He has now al- 
most recovered, but to a more fortunate 
mortal this promised fate would be but 
little encouragement to struggle against 
death. With Coleman it will be different; 
he has often begged his jailers to end his 
suspense by shooting him; even since his 
confinement at the barracks every hope of 
entire pardon, which he has at fTmes fondly 
expressed, he has been kindly informed, 
was without foundation. His’ hopes have 
not been encouraged, and his consequent 
fears of a worse fate will make his sentence 
seem a relief from suspense. The annals of 
crime present few men who have seen more 
protracted misery than Coleman. 

He will soon be taken from the barracks to 
Albany, N. Y. He leaves in Tennessee a 
wife and child, but his long estrangement 
from them will doubtness make this final 
separation more endurable.

John Hemmiler’s Awful Deed — His 
Reasons for the Horrible Act. 

John Kemmiler, a German, of Holyoke, 
Mass., in a fit of despondency, killed his 
three little girls last Saturday. Having first 
dispatched his wife after a bonnet for the 
youngest child, Kemmler called the three 
children, all girls—Annie, aged six, Lud- 
milla, four, and Amy, fifteen months, (the 
last mentioned being the survivor of trip- 
lets)—into the attic tenement he occupied 
in the Germania block, on pretense of giving 
them candy. He endeavored to give them 
a sweetened grrel, in which he had mixed 
a quantity of cyanide of potassium. The 
eldest girl ate some of this and was nau- 
seated; but the younger children. would not 
eat it, because it was bitter. Then he de- 
termined tu use a pistol, as he had thought 
of doing before. He placed the baby on 
the bed, and left Annie to watch her, 
while he took Ludmilla into another 
room and showed her his pistol. Child- 
like, she asked what that was for, and 
saying that he would show her, he placed 
the muzzle against her head, just below 
the temple, and shot her. Then he re- 
turped to the rear bed-room, where the 
eldest girl asked him what he was shooting. 
He said that he would tell her right off, and 
shot her in’ the same manner. Then he 
commpteted the slaughter by putting a bullet 
through the baby’s head as she lay upon the 
bed. He left Annie lying on the floor, be- 
cause, as he explained, she bled so much, 
and he thought it would be easier to clean 
the floor than the bed-clothes; but he took 
the little Ludmilla from the floor of the 
front room and bore her where the others 
were, laying her on the bed beside the baby.

person of his son-in-law, Rev. Mr. Morton. 
On the trial the petitioners were represented 
by Colonel Johnson, and Dr. Sims by Mr. 
Lumpkin. The latter stated to the court 
and the jury that he was satisfied that the 
doctor was not of sound mind and that the 
appointment of a guardian was the best 
thing that couid be done for him. 

A short time after this Dr. Sims employed 
Messrs. John C. Reed, Hamilton McWhor- 
ter, J. T. Olive and Phil. Cook, jr., to make 
an effort to set aside the guardianship. A 
motion was filed by these gentlemen to set 
aside the judgment of the court, on the 
ground that the doctor had not received ten 
days notice of the proceeding in lunacy. 
The counsel for the children contended that 
the law only required notice to be givento 
the three nearest adult relatives of the de- 
fer.dant living in the state, that those three 
relatives had signed the petition and the:eby 
waived the notice, and that no notice at al! 
was required to be given to the defendant. 
The other side held that the law did require 
such notice, and that if it did not it was un- 
constitutional, null and void. The ques- 
tion, then, in effect, came up upon the con- 
stitutionality of the law. The ordinary re- 
fused to set aside his judgment, whereupon 
the defendant appealed to the superior court. 
Thequestion was argued before J udge Pottle 
at the April term of Oglethorpe superior 
court. ‘The court held that ten days’ notice 
should have been given to Dr. Sims, and 
therefore set aside the judgment of the or- 
dinary. Tothis the other side excepted, 
and the case went up to the supreme court, 
where it is still wet Acs Dr. Sims’s coun- 
sel say they made a proposition to the at- 
torneys for the petitioners to go befo-e 
another jury in the court of ordinary and 
try the whole question instead of guing 
to the supreme court, but that this pro- 
position was rejected. The attorneys for 
the petitioners say they did not agree to 
this, because they did not want an inter- 
regnum between the setting aside of the 
judgment and the second trial, and they did

The opcning of the Coosa 
river will in less than twenty years 
QUADRUPLE THE POPULATION AND PRODUCTS 
of the country along its banks—and along 
the banks of its streams and branches. 
There can be no donbt of this. 

‘In the immense wheat fields along the 
Coosa and its confluents, there is raised a 
wheat that the flour into which it is made 
ean be safely shipped down the Coosa, to 
Mobile and across the gulf by the middle 
passage to South America. Through this 
outlet we would send out our 
ships loaded with flour, iron, coal. 
cotton and all our products, and they come 
back well loaded with coffee, sugar, etc., 
from that country. This would be trne 
commerce—the exchange of the products 
of one section for the products of another. 
With this river opened we should very soon 
have direct trade with South America, and 
we should hear no more of subsidies to 
Brazilian steamship lines. Direct trade 
would come of itself and by itself,”’
